AIN in the right side, under the edge 
of the ribs, increases on pressure;

ry of elections; that tho Attorney Gen- 
eral tako the neecesary steps to recover 
the ?34,000 unaccounted for, and that 
no person be allowed to hold moro than 
one office under tho IJnited States Gov- 
ernment.

document; defends John J. Davenport, 
and claims that, instead of censure, 
Ackerman, Williams and Davenport are 
entitled to commendation.
